The Illinois legislature as well as the East Side 
Levee & Sanitary District swill be "on trial" tomor¬ 
row as hearings resume on operations of the levee 
district — the politics-ridden agency which has 
wasted so many of Quad-Cityans’ hard-earned tax

Heavy Madison and Venice balloting Tues¬ 
day reflected a resurgence of public interest stimu¬ 
lated by the most vigorous campaigning in recent 
years. In each city, two groups of : candidates 
actively sought the support of voters. 

Venice residents returned to office their able 
mayor. Dr. John E. Lee, and four: of his six 
running mates but chose new and younger repre¬ 
sentatives' in the two North Venice wards, Rinnie 
J. Wince and Charles D. Hampton. Both have the 
education and vocational experience j to become 
effective council members. With its entire ticket 
trailing in half of the four wards, the administra¬ 
tion undoubtedly will give new thought to the 
problems of concern to North Veqice families. 

Madison incumbents scored expected victo¬ 
ries. led by the 2210-690 margin accorded Mayor 
Stephen Maeras, perhaps the most astute municipal 
administrator in Illinois. Although handicapped 
by the lack of candidates in some wards, inde¬ 
pendents came within 35 votes of capturing the 
Third Ward aldermanic seat. This protest vote 
and the^issues which developed during the cam-

Pontoon Beach village victory margins Were 
razor thin but strengthened the position of Presi¬ 
dent Thomas Staicoff. Of the two incumbent 
trustees who were defeated, one lost by two votes 
and the other by five. 

In all three municipalities, the competition 
created a wholesome atmosphere in which a high 
percentage of citizens showed direct interest and 
understanding. This atmoiphere alone can go a 
• long way toward assuring good government, 
enabling the 1965 elections to serve as an impetus 
for improvements in Madison, Venice and' Pon¬ 
toon Beach. 

Return of Daylight Time Again 
Reviving Fast Time Legislation 

Quad-Cityans fortunately have encountered 
a minimum of confusion over daylight saving time, 
which will return again early Sunday with time¬ 
pieces being advanced an hour. But there is no 
guarantee that their good luck will continue. 

After initial disagreement in which city hall 
clocks were left an hour behind, this area has been 

on ! the same time track as most of the nation- 

"fsjst time", from the-end of April until the end of 
September and. ih relcent years, until the last 
Sunday of October. 

An estimated I OjO million Americans will 
change their clocks and watches this weekend, 
with some of the remaining 85 million joining in 
at later dates. States sqch as Wisconsin are taking 
steps to achieve uniformity, and the movement 
may be accelerated by Congressional action later 
this year or nekt.
